Ills Last Hours— A Severe HiiU'ercr Since No- 
vember Last— Everythlni; Done 
to 8;i-,-c Uiiu. 

Montreal, Got. 31,— At the moment of 
Sir John Abbott's death, whioh was peace- 
ful and quiot, he was surrounded by all the 
members of his family. He conversed freely 
with them during the early part of the 
evening ; but his weakness waa extreme and 
ho very aoon lapsed into unconsciousness, in 
whioh state ho died at 8-.'i0. Not a move- 
ment on his part betrayed any auirering,and 
tbo end was peaceful. Since last Novem- 
ber, at which time he waa obligor! to retire 
from put.lio life, he baa been suffering from 
cancer ci tho bowels, and Doctors Roddick 
and Browne did ail in their power to save 
him. A celet)rated phyeiclan from England 
cumo to this country in order to examine 
him and givo him tho benefit of hia experi- 
ence, together with that of tlio able physi- 
cians who were in attendance, but all eflorts 
were of no avail. .Since hia trip to Kurope 
every succeeding day saw Ida conrliticm 
growing »or8e, till at last all his children 
were summoned to hia bedside. The de- 
ceased statesman was in his seventy-third 
year and leaves eight ohildren, four sons 
anil four daughters. 

Fhigs are at half mast throughout the city 
on account of the death of Sir J, J. C 
Abbott. The funeral will take place next 
Timrsday and be attended by Lord Aberdeen 
and all the members of the Dominion Cab- 
inet. The deceased is supposed to have left 
a, large fortane invested in various Canadian 
Securities.

The Silver Bepeal Bltl Presented in the 
House of Kepresentatives— Another 
Debate Expected. 

Washington, D. C, Qjt. ni.— To-day 
marked tho transfer of tho final struggle 
over the Silver Repeal Bill from the Senate 
to the House. Tho bill itaolf did not roach 
the House until 12:50 o'clock, the time 
previous being- spent in a oaustio de- 
bate upon the n%turalizition bill. 
When the silver repeal bill waa prcaonted, 
it waa laid on the Speaker's table, loiter 
on, at 1 :.')0, Mr, Livingston (Domoerat, Ga.) 
created a diversion by asking that the silver 
repeal bill be taken up at once and debated. 
Tiiia diaolosod tho purpose of the ailvor men 
to demand time, for Mr. Hland objected 
and tho bill went over until to-inorrow. 

Tho Senate did not indulge in idleness to- 
diiy, after ita long and weary campaign on 
tho silver queation. It met at noon and did 
not adjourn until .li-l,'). Between these 
lioura it considered and finally passed tho 
very important measure known as the New- 
York Bridge bill. It is a Houao 
bill, with various amendments re- 
ported by tho Senate committee on com- 
merce. All these amendments which 
were rather of form tiiau of auhatance, were 
agreed to by tho Senate, and the discusaiona 
which took place were over amendments pro- 
poaed by Mr. McPherson (Dein.) One of 
tliem wua to give tn the authorities of Hud- 
Hon county, New York, tho right to fix the 
location of the Now Jersey end of ttie 
bridge, and the other was to require tlie 
bridge to be^ionstructed without piers, and 
with a single span across the river.

THB "COQDITLAM." 

Doubtful If the Collector at Port Townsend 
Will Receive Her— Legal Points Involved. 

Port Townsend, Got, 31.— The British 
steamer Coquitlam, seized lust year in tho 
Behring sea for violation of the tnodm 
vivetuli, arrived last night from Vancouver, 

B. C. , and her C'iptain, acting on behalf of 
tho Union Steamship company, of Vancou- 
ver, will tender the vessel to Col- 
lector of Customs Saundera, presumably 
repreacnting tho United States Government. 
The collector, legally speaking, has no 
knowledge that the stcumor ever violated 
tho revised statutes of tho United Statea ; 
that she was seized and ordered forfeited. 
The Coquitlam was condemned in tbo 
United States Distriot court of Alaska, and 
tiio findings in the case have probably, as 
yet, not reached Wsshing'oe. Collector 
Saundeis will ask the advice of the Treasury 
department upon the problem confronting 
him. 



BRAZIL'S REVOLUTION. 

More Naval Fii;hllni;-A (ieneriil liellcf That 
Mello Will Be Ylctorluus. 

Nkw York, Got. 31.— The captain of tho 
ateamship Nasmith, which arrived, this 
uiorniDg, from Rio Janeiro, says: " We 

sailed on the morning of October 10, leav- 
ing every thing quiot and serene, with tho 
txceplion of a few shots fired by a couple of 
cruiaer.a, whose duty it ia to patrol the h»r- 
l)or. On Ootolier 8, liowover,two days before 
wo set sail, Arlmiral Mello'a ship, together 
witli two gunwale vessels were busy ex- 
chiinging abiita with Fort Santa Cruz. Tho 
.shipa sailed round a circle, and as they came 
aliieaat of Santa {'ruz, the little fort just 
oppoaitc, they discharged their broadaido 
guns. These shola were roturneri promptly 
by thoso in charge of tho fortp; but, us 
far as one coulil hoc from tho ves- 
sel, very little daniiigo was done, 
Kort Santa Cruz is tho principal fort com- 
manding tho harbor, and it waa said by tho 
Bailors, whom he last saw hefuro leaving, 
that a section of tho fort had been de- 
stroyed. Aa far as wo could see, however, 
neither side appeared to have sud'ered 
much." In regartl to the feeling of tho 
people, a gentleman who did not 
give bis name oame aboard our vessel 
just before our departure and asked for the 
miptain. We told him the captain was 
ashore, but that 1 was his representative, 
lie then told me that he was in some way 
connooted with the Government, and uakod 
if I would carry a letter to a friend in Vic- 
toria, Briizll, where he aupposed wo in- 
tended to call. The letter waa a personal 
ono ; but when wo asked him his 
opinion concerning the outcome of the pre- 
sent rebellion, ho expressed himself as fully 
satisfied i.hat thu government would ultim- 
ately win. This, however, ia not tho gen- 
eral belief of tho people of Rio. In foot, it 
ia generally believed by all that Admiral 
Mello will bo viotorioua."

FIGHT AT MILILLA. 



Details of the Ensragrement in Which 
General Margrallo Was 
Killed. 



Tlie Reverse Due to the Spanish 
Commander's Underestimation 
of His Opponents. 



M.\tiRU), Oct. 30. — General Margallo, 
c )iiiiiiander in-chief of the Spiniah troops at 
Melilla, was shot dead on Saturday while 
leading a sortio against the Moors. Sev- 
eral of hia men were killed and 122 others 
were wounded. The sortie was made after 
the KifHans had driven back to the citadel 
tho Spaniards -who hud been building a re- 
doubt near Fort Cabreriza. Tho tribesmen, 
although under a heavy artillery fire from 
tho Spanish forta, did not retire after aban- 
doning the pursuit of the Spanish troops. 
Eventually they occupied the trenches, 
which had been dug near Cabrerizas to pro- 
tect the Spanish soldiers at their work. To 
dialodge them Margallo led out '2,UUU infan- 
try from the fort. The Riliiaua in tho 
trenchea held them in check until reinforce- 
mente, (i.OOO atrong, were brought up from 
the main body about a i,dle tjnek in the 
liilla. 'The force numbered 1 1,01)0 warriors. 
They stretched out their men apparently for 
tho purpose of aurroundiug Margallo, and at 
ono time tho fighting extended along a 
three mile front. 

Margallo tried to break the centre of their 
line and charged with half his men, but was 
repulsed with a heavy loss. Just as the 
order for retreat was given he fell from his 
horse, shot through the heart. Bis body 
wau carried by his men from the field and 
now lies in the citadel at Meltllft. Under a 
hot fire from the Rifiians the Spanish troops 
retired to Fort Cibredzts. The Biffiais 
were checked in their pursuit by the guns 
of the fort. They answered the fire inter- 
mittently throughout last night from the 
earthworks formerly occupied by tho 
Spaniards. At midnight General Ortega, 
upon whom tho command devolved after 
Margalln's death, went to Fort Cubrarizas 
with 100 infantry. This morning ho led 
out 3,000 and drove the Riffians from the 
trenches, whioh the Spanish were occupying 
when the last diapatohea were received. 
Ortega has telegraphed that tho situation is 
aeriouB, and that there ia imperative need 
for reinforcements. 

Tho commander of tho Spanish cruiser 
Condo Do Viandetto haa telegraphed a re- 
port in whioh he said : " The Arabs op. 
preached so near at times that their bodies 
touched our deck." The city haa been in- 
tensely excited by the news of the battle. 
The official dispatches, which have been 
made publio, are ao nioagre that the people 
believe the worat has not yet been told. 
There is but little doubt that tho loasea of 
the Spanish have been undercatimuted. 
Late this evening more details of the battle 
of Melilla were made publio. The RiiEans, 
dcapito the heavy artillery fire, oame within 
twenty yards of Fort Cabrerizaa. They 
maintomed a constant fnsilade, and fought 
throughout the battle with audacity and 
bravery. Tho guns of the Condee De 
Viandetto alone prevented the stiil worse 
disaatcr to the Spanish troops and kept'tlie 
tribeemon from attacking Melilla. When 
tho Rifiians captured the redoubt building 
near the fort they found two cannon. These 
they turned at once against the forts, 
anawering tho Spanish tire. Tho tribesmen 
rested in the villn^'ro of Mezquita after the 
tight. They kept up a deaultory fire upon 
the forts and tbo Condee De Viandetto 
throughout the night. 

"The cruiser Alfonzo XII, with twelve 
guns, will proceed to Melilla at once. When 
General Margalla was shot tho RifiSons 
rushed forward to seize the body. The 
regiment and the dtsoiplinairy battalion 
shouted and charged with fixed bayonets, 
cleared away tho enemy and secured the 
body of their dead commander. Three 
hours after the retreat of the Spaniards 
General Ortega went from the citadel to 
Fort CabreriziB withu strong convoy, with 
provisions. For twenty-six hours before 
the convoy arrived the soldiers in the fort 
had not tasted food. The excitement here 
is tremendous. Great crowds have paraded 
the streets since noon, singing, waving ban- 
ners and shouting for the extermination of 
the RifBons. Unbounded enthusiasm was 
caused by news that Qeneral Maroais with 
five battalions and three bitteries wcnld 
reach Melilla before midnight. Marcias Is 
expected by the Government to await fur- 
ther instructions before attacking the Bif- 
Qans. 

While the ministers were in council, 
Premier Sagiiata presiding, all were sum- 
moned to the palace by llie Queen regent, 
who wished to know what measures they 
would take to repair tho diaaater. Tho 
mini.aters informed her that they liavo 
decided to call out tho reserves and mobilizo 
several army corps aa the latest eveula had 
shown that more than 12,000 would bo 
needed to subdue tho I^ifiiana, Her Mtijesty 
eaid she couaidercd thu time liad arrived to 
appeal to tho patriot iam of all Spaniards for 
aacrilioes to defend Spanish honor at Melilla. 
She asked that all the information in regard 
to ufi'.iirs there be published and none con- 
cealed. In tho meantime the Wudroz in- 
fantry regiment formed in tho courtyord of 
the San Frunciaos barracks, ready to start 
for .Melilla, and at the dose of the council 
the Queen and ohildren, accompanied by a 
number of noblemen and generals, drove to 
the b.irruuka and reviewed the regiments. 
T'ho Spaniali reverse at Melilla was due to a 
mistake of General kfargalla in underrating 
the hostility and fighting powers of tho 
Aralig.

Dominion Mialsters" Speud a Day 
BeceivlDfir Information From Vic- 
toria Business Men. 



A Variety of Interests Represented— 
The Corporation Requests -The 
Oriental Mails. 



TIio ministerial party arrived from Nanai- 
mo on the Qundru about one o'clock yester- 
day morning, the steamer casting auolior iu 
the . Royal Roads. la the early forenoon the 
Quadra steamed round E«quimalt harbor 
and then into the inner harbor of Victoria, 
and near ten o'clock tied up at the Govern- 
ment wharf, where Thoa. Evrle, M.P,, at- 
tended to receive tlio viaitora. There were 
in the party Hon. Geo. E. Foster, minister 
of finance, and Mrs. Foster ; Mrs. E. Stono 
Wiggins, Ottawa ; Hon. A. R. Angers, min- 
ister of agriculture and ([uurantino ; Hon. 
Lundry, senator, and Leon Gorin, the

private secretary to Hon. iMr. Angora and 
thoollicial secretary and reporter of this 
tariff commisaion. They were escorted to 
the Hotel Victoria, their homo during the 
stay in this city. 

At eleven o'clock the Ministers proceeded 
with Mr. E^rle to the Board of Trade 
rooms, to meet tho business men there for 
the discussion of larilF mattera. There wua 
a good representation of business people at 
tho opening, those present wlien A. C. 
riumerfelt, president of the Board, took tho 
chair and introduced tho Ministtra 
including Hon. Robert Beaven, mayor ; 
Thoa, Earle, M.P., Hon. Senator Maodonald, 
Hon. .las. Baker, H. Cr<.fc, M.l'.P., E. B. 
Marvin, T. B. Hull. J. D.ivies, C. E. Ro- 
nouf, W. Grimm, W. J. I'eudray, ,7. "Loe- 
ven, J. St. Cyr, M. H. Cowon, R. Biod- 
erick, \V. H. Ellis, A. BegR, H. E. Con- 
noD, A. J. MoLellan. M. Miller, H. Law- 
son, Wm. Murray, C. N. Gowen, J. Steven- 
son, C. F. Moore, A. L. Belyea, F. Elwor. 
thy, T. S. Futoher, J. L, Forrester, D. 
MoLoan, J. Olearihue, W. Black. S. M. 
Okell, and many others. Tho sccrotsry of 
the Board opened the proceedings by read- 
ing the circular calling the meeting. 

A. 0. Flumerfelt, president, then intro- 
duced Hon. Messrs. Foster and Angers, and, 
on behalf of the Board, welcomed them to 
Victoria. Ho called upon the Finance 
Minister to explain tho plan desired to 
be followed. 

Hon. Geo. Foster said it did not require 
many words to state tho position. Last 
year, after a great deal of diacuBsion of the 
subject, the Government laid down tho 
policy that it would bo better not to 
move hastily, with the House of Commons 
in session, but to take time to investigate 
the liubiucsii iutereota of the couutry ia tho 
different centres, and upon the result of 
this investigation they would decide upon 
tho nature of the tariff revision to be made. 
In pursuance of this policy ho had made the 
Western trip. On it he had received a groat 
deal of information, and ho hoped to obtain 
a great deal more in Victoria. Ho had 
heard that several delegations were ready to 
interview' the ministers, and be wished to 
state .thafc .it bad been the practice in other 
plkees to* hear such delegations by them- 
selves, ftpart from the reporting and tho 
oritioism'of the newspapers, because it had 
been fonnd that men talked more freely 
when their remarks were not to be dis 
ottssed by others with divers inter- 
ests. He understood that representa- 
tives of the City Council, tho trade 
and labor, and other interests, were pres- 
ent, and he suggested that the repre- 
sentatives of the trades and line? of busi- 
ness should just come forward and state 
their views, the other delegations to bo got 
into shape in the nioanivhile. He thanked 
the gentlemen present for coming out, and 
ho hoped tho interviews ho would havo 
would be not only pleasant, but profitable 
to all concerned. 

After a consultation with tho Mayor and 
President of the Board, Hon. Mr. Foster 
said he found it would be ditlicult to 
separate the interests, so he would hear tho 
gentlemen us they would come forward. 

The reporters then withdrew, and tho 
rest of the proceedinga wero by mutual 
understanding in private. The oliicial 
secretary took a comprehensive note of all 
that occurred for future reference by tho 
Ministers. 

A great variety of interests wero involved 
in the representations made by those who 
came forward. Particular stress was laid 
upon the desirability of reducing the duties 
on machinery and hardware not obtainable 
in Canada except npon payment hf almost 
prohibitive freights. In connection with 
the demand for redaction of duty on farm 
produce necessarily imported here, it was 
urged that this should bo accompanied by a 
reduction of duty on manufactured articles 
used by the farmers. The importance of 
fostering tho coal industry was dwelt upon, 
and the importance of developing the lum- 
ber export trade, especially with AuHlrulia, 
was strongly urged. The fiah and lish oil 
industries were given much prominence. 
Tho Ministers plii d the merchants with 
questions calculiUtd to bring out all tho 
points in connection with each matter under 
discussion, so that they will havo a great 
variety of information to take away. An 
adjournment was made for luncheon, and 
afterwards the iiK|airy was coutinueii, with 
necee.Siiry interruptions until about five 
o'clock, when the proceedings ended. 

At about .') o'clock the Board of Alder- 
men attended, headed by Mayor Beaven, to 
support the resoliitiona puaaed the previous 
evening, and which hud been in 'ho fore- 
noon duly presented to the Ministers by the 
Mayor, The subject moat atrongly urged 
was the repayment to the city of the out- 
lay necessitated by _ the introduction of 
smallpox last year. " The Indian Reserve 
nuisance was. well explained, the position of 
the meeting room, overlooking as it doc s 
the greater p'firt of the ireservd', making it 
possible to show the position of aflfairs very 
clearly. The minor matter of the removnl 
of the powder magazine, now an eyeaore 
and a source nf poailble danger in tho park, 
was not ovrrloolted. Tlie iMiniatura, of 
ooursf, made non c.iinmiltai rcjilicH, though 
they admiriid the foico of tho olninis made 
by tho .Mayor and aldermen. They [iro- 
miaed to have tlieao eulijjcta conuidcrcd by 
tho Governmoiit upon their return to 
Ottawa, and to thoa make use of the valu- 
able local information they had reocdvtd. 

Another matter not cuiinecled with the 
tariir was brought up by H. K. Connon on 
behalf of tho Northern Pacific ateamahip 
line. Ho regretted tliat tho Cuiiadian Poat 
Ollico Department should send mails di- 
rectly by these atcamera to tho Orient, in- 
stead of sending only via Seattle ijr Tacoma 
as at present. Now the atoamers reoei/o 
nothing for carrying Canadian letters and 
papers except tho usual allowance made by 
the United States government, who send 
Canadian as well as their own mails by 
these steamers. It is requested that Can- 
ada shall pay at the same rate per letter for 
the privilege of putting on the mails directly 
at Victoria, wbioh would save a day or more 
for obrrespondents, The Finahoe Minister 
jftomhed consideration of the' matter. 



WINDO.W BREAEING CASE. 

Charge Dlsntlssed and the Action of the Police 
Adversely Orttlctiied. 

The window breaking case at Victoria 
College was oaltedlnthepolioecourtyesterdiy 
morning, and Chief Sbeppard again asked 
for a remand. The youthful offender, 
Gordon St.-Aubyn Kane, was represented 
by Mr. George IC. Powoll, barrister, who 
atrongly opposed tho application on the fol- 
lowing grounds : That tho evidence ad- 
duced by the prosecution was of a very 
llimsy character, that tho policy of this 
court did not countenaucu tho vexatious do- 
lay of Buoh a trivial matter to the serious 
inconvenience of the uoouaod, and that it 
waa practically an abuse of the court pro- 
cess. 

Mr. Robert Ward, J. P., acting magis- 
trate, oniiroly ooncurred with Mr. Powoll 
in this view of the matter, and characteriz- 
ed tho proceedings aa being of a very 
trumpery nature, oxprcsaing himself moat 
emphatically in his condemnation of tho 
course adopted by tho complainant, tho 
Rev. Mr. Church, in bringing such a trifling 
matter at all before the courts. 

The information was thereupon dismissed 
by Mr, Ward. • 

Tho object of certain members of tho 
police in extracting information against tho 
alleged window smasher by threats of cold 
steel hand-cuffs and weird picturea of gloomy 
cells was thus happily frustrated. It is to 
be regretted that this same marked energy 
of the police haa not been productive of 
greater results in ridding the city of tho 
footpads who have operated so defiantly in 
our midst lately. It might bo casually re- 
marked that these bold highwaymen, who 
aro nightly terrorizing belated citizens, are 
not susceptible to such mollifying influences 
as these youngsters of a tender ago. 

ABORTIVE OPPOSITION'. 

To Tliio Ehitou ; — I sec you have nhown 
what a ridiculous farco wua enacted at 
Kamloops tho other day. Anything more 
inane than wero tho resolutions patjsed at 
the " Constitutional League " meeting I 
have never known to emenato from a body 
of presumably intelligent men. The advo- 
cates of separation found no response to 
the ad captatidnin cry raised at Vancouver 
by a few hot-headed irreapunsiblo individ- 
uals. Mr. Kitchen repudiates his bantling 
on his rounds in tho interior. How suddenly 
tho cry subsided ! It shows what little 
hold theso prattling doriiagoguea have on 
public attention. But wo purpose, from 
time to time, to remind one another of tho 
fact that such men who presume to lead 
and are probably aspirants to premierships 
are not worthy of the least oonndence. Tho 
interests of the Island, tho " Mainland " 
and the interior aro identical, and anyone 
who attempts to separate them by a narrow 
sectionalism deserves the deepest reproba- 
tion. . 

With particular reference to the meeting 
at Clinton, I havo somewhat to speak. Mr. 
Davie, as was just and reasonable, took ad- 
vantage of tho number of tho electors who 
attended court to address them on matters 
of local and general interest. The speeob 
was clear, forcible and convincing. Tho 
meeting, with the exception of a few, waa 
perseotly aatistied that their interests wero 
in safe handa and that the Province had a 
live, progressive and stable Government. 
Facta and figures wero adduced by the Pre- 
mier to show what had been dono to develop 
the resources of the country in tho way of 
opening up roads and building bridges and 
erecting court houses. Government agents' 
residences, etc. Tho contingent that camo 
here from the lower Fraaer, and the junior 
member for Yale endeavored to do their 
best uuder the most adverse ciroumstancea. 
Their effort was made up of a lame attack 
on the expenditure of the party iu power. 
It is remarkable in the history of tho present 
Opposition that during tho lust number of 
years it had rest to recuperate its fiagging 
energy not a single plank has been laid in 
its policy. The present Opposition is as 
barren of a un original idea to advance the 
prosperity of the country as it is possible to 
imagine. Usually an Opposition has some 
scheme or policy to present to the electorate. 
Tho present Opposition's policy is blank. 
To gain the Government benches seems to 
be tho goal of their ambition. This object, 
while tho Government pursues its liberal 
and progressive policy, haa not the most 
distant proapeot of realization. 

We have the curious anomaly in our 
politics, un independent supporter of an 
opposition. Independents generally give 
an independent government, support. It 
shows ua how heterogeneous the elemonts 
composing the opposition to the govermnunt 
ia. At any rate the visit of Mesara. Brown, 
Kitchen and Semlin resulted in complete 
failure. The Opposition press havo en- 
deavored to mako a little capital out ol this 
meeting Clinton sent no delegates to 
Kumlnops and no resident of Chulon at- 
tended tho Tooley street tailoro meeting 
that next morning elected the lorlorn hope 
that went there. There were just seven 
present, and four of theso were sent on the 
hopeless errand to bring about a revolution. 
Nonsense and rant about " tyranny " and 
" responsible government," woie flippantly 
indulged in. This, with the absurd 
petition presenteii to tho Government 
to veto tho Act authorizing the 
building of tho new Parliament build- 
ings is only calculated to bring the Province 
into contempt. Did tho promoters of this 
petiiion seriously believo that the Governor- 
(ieneral could bo guilty of so unconstitu- 
tional a proceeding ? If so, they have shown 
an inexcusable ignorance of provincial 
rights which were so carefully guarded by 
the B. N. A. Act. 

Tho origin of the opposition to tho Par- 
liament buildings ia patent to every one. 
The grievance waa not the burden imposed 
by the e.tpcndituro of such an undertaking, 
but that tlio capital was "anchored" in Vic- 
toiia. What did we care about tho 
location? We feel perfectly cnnvinceii 
that hud tho (lovernment placed thefio 
buildiiigi at either Vuiicouver or New 
Weatrniiiater, neither Mr, Cotton, on the 
one hiinil, nor Mr. Brown on tho other, 
would have had the slightest objection to the 
" enornioua " expenditure that will extend 
over fifty years. I suppose if tho buildings 
were not required they would not be built. 
The other provinces of the Dominion have 
npleiidid Parlianient buildings, why should 
nut tho largest and moat, prosperous province 
have sucli public buildiiiga aa would bo a 
credit to iho country. The people have the 
fullest confidence in the ability and integ- 
rity of the Government. They believe it 
conducts its affairs honestly and economi- 
cally. This confidence they have earned 
duiing tho last few years, and no attempt of 
their opponents can successfully deprive 
1 hem of it. Rustic, 
Clinton, October 25.

LAST mOHT'S SPEEOHES. 

Those who attended the meeting in the 
Victoria Theatre last night eojoyed an 
inlellectuikl treat. They heard the public 
afifaira of tho Dominion diacuaaed ia a lively 
and a luminoua manner, and without a trace 
of party bitterness. Tho principles and the 
policy of tho Liberal-Conservative party 
were ably and clearly presented by the Hon. 
Mr. Aogera and the Hon. Mr. Foster. 
Both addresses were permeated by a patri- 
otic spirit which muat have been pleaaing to 
all true (janadiana, no matter whether thty 
agreed with the apeukera on aubjecta that aro 
merely political or not. They showed that 
Canada ia a country to be proud of, and they 
expressed the pleasure they felt at witneaa- 
ing the growth of a national spirit which ia 
easily observable in all parts of tho country. 

Mcmbora of the Liberal Conservative 
party must liavo been delighted with the 
way in which Mr. Foster met tho objoctiona 
•of opponents, and proved by facta and fig- 
ures that the National Poliey has benefitted 
and is still benefitting every part of the 
Domiaion, We truat that the report of the 
(peeohea, which appears in this day's paper, 
will be carefully read. They contain infor- 
mation which every elector ought to pos- 
.aess. 



NOT WHAT WAS WANTED. 

If the City Council expected Mesara. 
Pemberton and Pearae to throw any light on 
the sewerage question they must have been 
disappointed. There is really nothing in 
tho reports of those gentlemen that will help 
them to arrive at sound concluaiona in that 
important matter. Tho truth is tlie City 
Council ia in no need of advice on the aub- 
ject of aewerago. They have had advice 
enough from a reliable authority. They can 
find no man better able to advise them on 
that subject than was Mr. Hrting, who, after 
viewing the ground and examining the plans, 
told thorn what they ought to do. If they 
followhia udvice the city will bo well drained. 
What the City Council wants ia not 
advice, but enterpiiso and energy and intel- 
ligence. If they hud brought a fair share 
of these essentials to the eflfeotive manage- 
ment of the city's affairs, the work of sewer- 
ing the city would not have come to a stand- 
still, and there would have been no talk of 
transforming aurface draina into Eewerf. 
Tho City Councillors have gone autray, or 
rather, stuck in the mud, not for Lho want 
of knowing what was the right thing to do, 
but for want of the will ond the ability to 
continue in the course they had commenced. 
They had adopted, after long delib- 
eration, an excellent Bcwer system, 
and had commenced to curry it 
out. Tho way waa very clear for them to 
go on with it, but they bungled thebusinoEs, 
and to-day it is all sijcea and sevens. What 
is needed now is not more advice, but men 
with good business heads on their shuuldeia 
in whom tho citizens can place confidence to 
carry out what haa already been planned. 
Thia will cost money, but no one expected 
that tho work could be done for nothing, 
liut if it ia continued and oompleted in a 
business-like way it will be worth all that 
It cost. The advantage of a good system of 
sowora to thia city, kept in good^working 
order, ia simply incalculable. Lot tlie City 
Council in thia m ittcr proceed on the pro- 
feaaional iidvioo tht^y received yeara ago and 
there will bo no fear of their making any 
.serious blunders. It i» only whea they 
Imagine that they ate wiser than their pro- 
feaaionul advlaoi^ and take upon themsclvea 
to improve upon their plans that they get 
into a muddle. 



SIJl J. J. C. ABBOTT. 

In the Colonist of yesterday it was witli 
sincere regret that we were compelled to 
announce the death of Sir John Joseph Cald- 
well Abbott. Ho wua ono of most loarncd 
members of the Bar of tho Province of 
Quebec, and, indeed, of tho Dominion of 
Canada, ono of the most polished of Cana- 
dian publio speakers, a most logical debater 
and a gentleman whose courtesy was pro- 
vorbiaL Ho was the man who, on tho death 
of tho late Sir John Macilonald, wua clioHeu 
to fill tho important and arduous position of 
Premier of Canada. That duty ho dia- 
oharged fiiilhfuUy and well, but tho condi- 
tion of hia health, tho result of an exceed- 
ingly painful malady, compellad him to re» 
sign that prominent position. His deatli 
will be deplored both by political fiienda 
and opponents — ho had no personal enemy ; 
for, hard and diataatoful ua muat have been 
aomc of the functions which he waa culled 
upon to diacharge, ho had full respect for 
the feelings of other people. 



AT LAST! 

Tho paeaago of the bill to repeal the 
Sherman Act through the Senate is a matter 
of geuoial rejoicing in the United States. 
We are not aurprieed at thia, for the quea- 
tion of repeal had become ono of vital im- 
portance, not only to the business intcresta 
of tho country, but to its political well- 
being. The couatant purchasing of silver 
to be redeemed with gold was a menace to 
the financial standing of the United States, 
and the obstinate, and for a long time suc- 
ccsaful, struggle of a minority of the Senate 
against the declared uill of u large majority 
of tho Houae of lii presentativea, and tho 
well-understood wiahea of u still larger pro- 
portionate majority o_f the people, tended 
to prove to the citizens of the United States 
that one of their most ofaerisbed institutions 
oould be made the inatrumentof imposing the 
will of a smill fraction on tl.o whole peojilo, 
of, ill tiruct, transforming the republic into 
an oligarchy. It, in short, became evident 
bifore tho struggle ended that tho Constitu- 
tion of tho United States was on its trial. 

Now that the factious minority in the 
Senate has given way, and the law making 
it obligatory on the Government to purchase 
a large quantity of silver which it oould 
not UBp, haa been repealed, tho people of'the 
United Statea breathe easily again. Confi- 
dence in the commercial world will no doubt 
soon be completely restored, and the ma- 
chinery of legislation will move again with 
its wonted amoothneaa and regularity. 



Redistribution Bill the city of Nanaimo for 
some 5,000 inhabitants is, we uro given to 
underatand, to be allotted two inembers. 
Surely Wellington with ita population of 
over 3,000 ia entitled to one, if not two 
membora, wore the bounda of diatrict to in- 
clude tho outsido localitiea from NorthUeld 
to Nanooae Bay. One thing wo cun state 
with perfect confidence, and that ia : Wel- 
lington will bo a unit for the return to 
Parliament of two local men, reaidonta 
within. the Wellington district. 

Our young contemporary dOBS right in 
atanding up for ita own part of the Pro 
vinee. If it dues not get till it claima, 
it may obtain a fair recognition of 
tho righta of thoao whom it represents. 
There ia a good old Scotch proverb to the 
effect that if you try for a silk gown you 
will be 'likely to get at least the alcove of 
one. We need not advise our oontemporary 
to aim high. It shows a strong disposition 
to do that without urging. 



WHAT fVAS IT ALL ABOUT? 

Now that the panic in the United States 
ia pretty well over, people are beginning 
to inquire into ita cauaea — to ask what all 
the trouble waa about. The phenomenon 
was cci-tainly a aingular one. A rich 
country in an apparently proaperoua con- 
dition is suddenly, without any adequate 
cause that is apparent, precipitated into a 
commercial crisis, which is both serious and 
widespread. Every one appeared all at 
once to have lost confidence in every one 
clso. We are told that during the first 
weeka of the panic, from May 4 to July 12, 
the people drew out of the national banks 
the immense sum of $193,000,000, and an 
equal sum, perhaps, from other banks. " This 
enormous sum," said Mr. Eckels, Controller 
of the currency in a recent speech, " waa 
withdrawn from the banka, not for the pur- 
poao of trade or investment, but to lio in 
wasteful idleness, thus rendering the Gound- 
eat institutions helpless and causing com- 
plete currenoy starvation in the midst of 
plenty." All this, it appears, was the effect 
of a " scare, pure and aimplo — an impulae aa 
unreaaouing ua that which impels a fright- 
ened herd to fly wildly from — it knowa not 
what?" Waa this the origin of the panic 
which haa caused such disaster ? It is hard 
to believe that it waa, yet thinking men 
who are well acquainted with the condition 
of the United Statea previous to tho crisis 
can come to no other ooncluaioii. Nothing 
had happcued to undermine public confidence, 
there hud been no great national diaaater. 
Everything iu the business world appeared 
to be in its normal condition, The only 
disturbing element was the apprehension 
that tho fiDvernment'a reserve of tfcld 
might not hold out, and that it would bo 
oonipelled to pay its debts in low-priced 
silver. Thia wua evidently the origin of the 
"Boare," tho trifle at which tho whole 
people of the United States shied and went 
oiF on a atiui.pede, the like of which bad 
been never bclore aeon. Will there ever bo 
Buoh anoLlier ? ConLroUer Kckcla believes 
that: "Until our financial luwa accord with 
the lawa of trade, our currency takes ou an 
uniformity and olaaticity that are now 
wholly lacking, and our people are rid of 
tho pernicious doctrine that money which ia 
cheap and plenty is a blessing and source of 
wealth, instead of a curse and tho cause of 
financial panic und ultimatu poverty, wo 
cannot but expect, at stated periods, a re- 
currence of conditions such aa have and atill 
do threaten us." 



YO UNO A ND FlilSK Y. 

The Wellington Advocate is quite a 
lively paper. It has a high opinion of the 
advantages of Wellington, and ib insists 
upon the political importanoe of ita inhabi- 
tants being recognized.

Since the burning of the Masootto, com- 
manded by Captain MoCoskrio, a few 
months ago, shipowners and agents of tho 
North Pacifio Coast have felt tho need of a 
vessel similar in character and occupation 
to tho ono lost, and thoroughly C(iuipped 
for her work. Such a vessel has been re- 
quired to fill the stereotype " long-fell 
want," and it ia to provide sucli a craft that 
tho British Columbia Wreckage, Salvage 
and Carrying Co, has been formed aud will 
aoon seek incorporation, naming Victoria as 
their buaineas headquarters and placing 
their capital stock at a sum Bullioient to 
cover all tho numcroua expensea of construc- 
tion, ((iuipment and eatabliahnieut. 

As intimated in the Cohd.Ni.sT a few days 
ago, tho vessel, which has been specially 
built on the Mainland with particular altou- 
tiou to all the detailed reciuircnienta of her 
occupation, ia now nearing conjplction and 
will cro long be brought to thia city to ro- 
ceivo her ponderous machinery. The plans 
show a complete and lirat-claaa craft, with a 
length, over all, of M5 feet and a beam of 
feet. The vessel will bo of 4,"jO tons 
1 egiator and provided with 500 h. p. euL'iuea; 
her light draft, 9 feet, will enable 
her to work effectively in shal- 
low water and about stranded vessels. 
Ono of the features of tho now ateamer's 
iiiuipnieut will, of oourae, be her powerful 
pumps, which will have a capacity of ;iO,000 
gallona per minute J the other " plant" will 
be of coi responding power and strength. 

It is proposed to make Victoria's new 
Halving ateamer the ([uoen of the coast — 
auch a venael as could huvo been despatched 
10 Honolulu at a day 'a warning, to render 
aseiatanco to tho stranded Miowera, or to 
the (Jolden Gate to the rescue of the City of 
Now York. Of cnnrso tho veaael will lind 
plenty to do in British Columbia waters, 
but when not employed at home alio will 
have no dilliculty in securing profitable em- 
ployment all along tho coast.

WorkiDgs of the Act Entered luto 
and Satisfaetory Explanations 
Interchanged. 



A, B. Gray, Deputy Commissioner of 
Labor Statiatios, returned yesterday from 
visitinf; the trades union organizations in 
Vancouver, !New Weatminaler and Na- 
naimo. 

On Fiiday Mr, Gray addressed tho Van- 
couver Trades and Labor Council and tlie 
secretaries of the eeveral anions wbo were 
alsopreaenttotneet bim. After explainingthe 
woricings of the Aot, the members of the 
council asked several questions relating 
thereto, which were answered in a manner 
satisfactory to those present, A vote of 
thanks was unaninioualy accorded Mr. Gray 
for his attendance. 

On Saturday evening the Deputy Cotn- 
miaaioner met in Union hall. Now West- 
minster, a number of labor organizations and 
others interested in the cause of labor, ex- 
Mayor Townsend occupying the chair, A 
resume of the arranged workings of the 
Bureau of Statistics and of the Boards of 
Conciliation and Arbitration was given, 
and Was received with mariced attention 
and apprcciution. At the conclusion of bis 
addreaq iMr. Gray received a unanimous 
vote of thanks. 

On Monday evening a meeting of the 
Miner's Union and others, numbering abont 
150, Was held in the Co operative Hull, 
Nanainio, to meet Deputy Con>mia8ioner 
Gray. President Wilaou of the Miner's 
Union oeeupied tho chair. The Deputy 
Commiaaioner reviewed the Act in detail, 
and showed tho advuntagea arising from ila 
conditions. Ho counselled moderation on 
the part of labor, and should any dilllculties 
arise before the conciliation and arbitration 
boards were operative, which he expected 
would be in about two or three mnntha' 
time, he trusted no rupture of friendly re- 
lations would take place, but that matters 
would be kept in abeyance till the services 
of the oonoiliation and arbitration councils 
could be availed of. 

President Wiiaon thought the Act was 
good Bo far aa it went; but in his opinion it 
did not go far enough. He would have 
liked to see tho awards of the council of 
arbitration made binding in all o.isea. 

Deputy Coinmisaioner Gray (|Uoted from 
excellent aiiihority, showing that no iirhi- 
tration council or court could force a man 
to work against his will ; nor would it be 
po.iHil)le by law to compel a capitalist to con- 
tinue a factory or a mine if tho product 
theicof cauHcd him tinancial loBs. Continu- 
ing, lio ex|dained that tlio Act made tho 
Arbitratidu Council's aw.ud binding when 
both j)artlea to tho dispute agreed that it 
ahouM be 30 jirior to the reference and en- 
tore<l into bunds to flueh purport. 

At the concluaiou of a moat cordial inter- 
view, u unauimoua vote of thanka was ten- 
dered to Mr. Gray for his attendance.

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IRISH SITUATION. 



T. P. O'Connor's Views on tlio Atti- 
tude of Bedmoud and Extreme 
Farnellites. 



Politicians Must Consider What Will 
Command a Majority of 
British Votes. 



LoxDOK, Oct. 30.— Willifttn O'Brion, anti- 
Parnellite inoinbor of I'lu-liumont for Cork 
city, Bpokeat MuUoiT, near Cork, to-duy ia 
behalf of the eviotod tenants in Ireland. 
a?he ParnetliteB, under the leadership of 
Redmond, he said, .were playing into the 
hands of the Torled'by trying to force a di'a- 
Bolutiou of Parliinnent. Thoir domandB for 
tho piudou of politicul priaonorB imd evicted 
tenants were ill-adviaed. Tho proper policy 
■of the Irish parliamentary party was to 
support the Liberals as long as tlio Liberals 
adhered to Homo Rule as thoir main object. 
The auti-Paruellites could and would insiat 
that uext year Mr. Gladstone should fulllll 
his pledges to tho party conooriiiug tho 
evicted tenants, but they would not try to 
embarrass the Government by making the 
demand now. The Liberals had proved 
themselves to be the friends of Ireland, and 
the anti-Parnellites would not stab them in 
the back, as the Bedmonda and their follow- 
ers planned to do. 

LoHDbK, Oct. 31.— T. P. O'Connor, pre- 
sident of the Irish National League of Great 
Britain, was asked by the Associated Press 
to give his views on the Irish situation in 

feneral, and particularly the attitude of 
ohn Redmond and other extreme Parnel- 
litea. O'Connor made u lengt hy reply, in 
which ho said he regrets Hedinond'a re- 
cent speeuhes, imd fur reasons not dic- 
tated by l.ostility to any section follow- 
ing him. Tho attempt of tho ParnoUitua 
to retain for the Irish full strength in 
the Imperial Piirlimneut after Home Rule 
was near landing the party in disaster. As 
it i3, the retention of even eighty monjbere 
forms one of tlie moat ell'cctivo weapons 
against Home Rule in tho ne.xL campaign. 
0'i,"onnor regards the urging of the demand 
for amniisty for political prisoners as not 
only perilous for the cause of Home Rule, 
but even more dcatructive to what little 
clianco the unfortunate men have of ever 
getting relief. Tho adoption of the Parnel- 
lite policy would spread the impression that 
Homo Rule involves sympathy with dyna- 
mite methods. This, of course, would mean 
defeat. 

The fundamental point about Homa Rule 
is that every practical Irish politician must 
.consider methods and measures with which 
to got a majority of British votes for the 
Liberals at the next election. Looked at 
from this view, Redmond's policy is insan- 
ity. Every vote given for the Liberal party 
will be for Home Buie, and every vote 
asked from the Liberals will be taken for 
Home Rule. Bedmond asks the Liberal 
Government to do the very thing Liberals 
and Tories alike believe would lead to its 
defeat. He asks that the Irish question 
only be dealt with ; in other worda, aeks 
the Liberal ministry to go to the country 
without those British measures which form 
their one chance of gaining a majority. 
O'Connor thinks Redmond's policy ia lead- 
ing to destruction of the Home Bulo cause 
in our generation. 



OUR NEIGHBORS' NEWS. 



The artistic American forger is now get- 
ting up his reputation in ICugland. A num- 
ber of spurious Bunk of Kngland notes keep 
crossing the Atlantic from Chicago, where 
there ia so much money that people are 
getting careless, and at the hank counter 
they are promptly detected. But they are 
very skillful works of the forger's art. In 
short, nothing so perniciously beautiful ia 
neatness and perfection of finish has been 
Been before. It is said that as yet there is 
no clue thut allows the detectives to lay 
their hand on a guilty man's shoulder. Fi- 
nanoial circles are also bothered by a gang 
of American forgers havinc; crossed tho At- 
lantic for a campaign. They are known, but 
that is more than their nefarious work for 
the moment. 

One of the resources of tho dead season in 
ffjondon is a revival of the old diacu.'saion 
about "Mr, and Eaquire." Where, it is 
asked, are you to draw tho social line which 
"Misters" one correspondent and "Es- 
quires" another? It ia no uao relying on 
pedigrees, and telling us that "l^Kiuiro" 
belongs properly only to the man with a 
coat-of-arma. Tho Heralds' College cannot 
help you, for there are endless people who 
expect to be treated os "Esquires," though 
they have not heraldry enough to cover a 
shirt-button. Tho only certainty of not 
offending anybody on an en /elope, ip, tho 
EosHsh papers say, in America, where 
"Mr." is the prevailing form of address, 
and "Eaquire" is regarded as anglomania- 
cal. From this problem che dead season has 
passed to the inner mysteries of the word 
"gentleman." That way chaos lies. 

A Oermon newspaper Jman, evidently 
jealous of tho Irishman's reputation aa a 
maker of bulls, took tho trouble, some 
years ago, to look up tho German record in 
this line. , Among others, bo found in the 
publidheJ worl;[i of certain Teutonic writers 
tho following curious examples : " Among 
the immigranls was an old blind woiruui, 
who came to America once more before she 
died to SL'O her only son." "Afier tlio 
door was closed, a soft female fool slipped 
into tho room, and with hor own hand ex- 
tinguished tho taper." " Both doctors were 
unable to restore the deceased once iiioro to 
life and health." " Tho Ladies' lienolit 
Association has distributed twenty pairs of 
shoes among the poor, whicli will dry up 
'many u tear." " I was at tho table enjoying 
a cap of coffee, when a eentlo voice tupped 
me on the shoulder. I looked around, and 
saw my old friend once more." 

The Protestant - Teachers' Convention, 
lately in session in Montreal, passed the fol- 
lowing resolution, which appears in the 
Star and explaina itself : "Whereas, there 
is at the Chiongo Exposition an exhibit of 
school work purporting to have hnnn sent 
by tho I'rotestant schools of tho Province of 
Quebec ; and whereas, tho Protestant 
schools of this province have neither sent 
nor authorized to ho cent {any auch exhibit, 
it is moved by Mr. T. N. Truoll and second- 
ed by Mr. J. VV. McOuat, and resolved, 
that wo, the members of this asaociation of 
Protestant teachers, in convention asacm- 
bled, reprcHcnlinL' tho Protestant schools of 
tho Province of tjuobec, do hereby declare 
that, in conafquenco of tho short notice 
given to the Protestant aohools of tliis pro. 
vince, there was no exhibit of school work 
prepared by the Protestant public schools of 
the Province of Quebuo for the Chicago ex- 
hibition ; that it appears that a collection of 
old paper.!, aomo discarded papcra, aome

found its way to Chicago. We, therefore, 
disclaim any connection with tho exhibit of 
school work now displayed in Chicago and 
attributed to tho Proteataut schools of the 
Province of Quebec, and decline to bo re- 
sponsible for any such exhibit, and that the 
press be requested to give wide publicity to 
this resolution." ^ 

Boston Transcript : W. M. Evarts, who 
has just been celebrating his golden wed- 
ding, is a man of wit not too often used for 
telling effect. He flashes hia steel to good 
purpose now and then. Tho story is said 
that once at a dinner of the New York Pot- 
ters, a sort of family reunion, ho us their 
counsel had been asked to dine with them 
all. There was a bishop and there was a 
doctor of divinity, and there were other dis- 
tinguished scions of the family treo present, 
and the after-dinner speeches had all been 
(very naturally for auch an ocoasion) on the 
fame and the auocessea of one another. The 
history of the Potters since the^ first came 
to this country was told in all its glorious 
details. Then Mr. Evarts was asked to 
make a apoeoh and they say he said that he 
felt ho really must be exouaod. In this 
reverend proaence, however, he might bo 
pardoned for uttering a paraphrase of scrip- 
ture which had oomo into bis mind during 
the speeches of tho rest : " Lord, Lord, 
thou art the clay and wo are the Potters."

BOOTS AND SHOES. 



Making it part of their mission to cx- 
pouud before tho public the policy of tho 
Liberal Conservative udniiniatration, in ad- 
dition to obtaining privately the opiniona 
of those afifeoted by the tariff lines of that 
polioy, tbe visiliDg Dominion Ministers last 
evening addressed a lar^e and representa- 
tive gathering in the Victofia Theatre. 
Mayor Beuven presided, and tliere were 
also on the platform— hesidts Hon. Messrs. 
Foster and Angers, and Senator Landry and 
iMr. Geriu, of their party— lion. Messrs. J. 
H. Turner, Forbes G. Vernon, C. E. Pooley 
and Col. Jas. Baker, menibers of tbe Pro- 
vinuial Government ; Hon. Senator Mao- 
douald, Thos. Kjrlo, M. P., Hon. iJr. J. 
S. Helincltcn, Aid. A. L. Belyca, 
Aid.' U. H. Harris, A. C. Muni- 
erfelt, president of the Board of 
Trade, O.ipt. ,Juhn Irving, F. Elwortliy, 
H 1). Helnicken and other representative 
men. It was tho (irat introduutiou of tho 
Victoria public to tlui two niiuiatera, and 
tho occasion was expectedto, aa it did, i)rovo 
a highly interesting one. It liad been freely 
rumored bufciru the meeting that reaolutiona 
would be oll'ered in eriticiam of the tlovern- 
iiieut [loli^y, ami that the miniatera wouiti 
bo aubji-clod to conaiderable interrogation, 
but it turned out that there was no inter- 
ruption whatever, and the Ministers were 
heard with the greatest interest, the timely 
applause showing that the audience paid 
close attention to the speakers. It was 
shortly after eight o'olock when the pro- 
ceedings opened. 

The M^tyor, in opening, said the meeting 
hud been convened for tbe purpose of 
enabling two of the Dominion ministers to 
address victoriana. He hid no doubt they 
would deal with the queation of the tariti', 
one of tho most interesting to the I'aoitic 
Province. '.I'he Dominion Government had 
the advantage of the I'rovincial Government 
and the Uity Council in that their taxation 
was indirect. Tho returns showed that this 
Province contrihuttd Jl.bllO.UUO last year 
to the Dominion in ciiatoma and inland 
revenue taxea. Tho people hero felt they 
contributed very largely in Droportion to 
tho population (applause), and if tho I'ro- 
vincial Government attempted to extract 
such an amount by direct taxation, they 
would not long exist. Ho then introduced 
tho Minister of Agriculture and bespoke for 
him an attentive hearing. 

Hon. A. R. Angers was greeted with great 
applause. In his opening remarks he re- 
ferred to the fatigue whiuli ho felt from the 
travel and the businesa of the day, and said 
that, under the clrcumatanccs, he 
g-nly spoke out of gratitude for 
the rec.'^otioi he had received in town, and 
to state "the pleasure which he felt at being 
here. Respecting the tariff reviaioD, he 
aaid it was impossible to collect from books 
or nev.-spapers tho real grievances of the 
people, and accordingly since the last days 
of May he and his coileayue had been Wan

Quebec, and hp thought ihoy had obtai'^ed 
a good deal of Inforniallon ; uut when they 
croaaed the sea of plaina and tho silver 
mountains, they found that they had pre- 
viously knowledge of only tho aniallcsl and 
poorest portion of the country. (Applause ) 
I'he advantages of tbe East were insufScient 
to make of Canada a great country, and 
they had to oome to the West to realize the 
pertection of a great empire. They had 
seen in the Northwest the - finest wheat 
lands possible, but not a stick for 
fencing or for house building. It 
was from British Columbia that this timber 
would have to come. In this IVovince ho 
found that the farming iiuUiatry liad not 
prospered as it mislit, but a thciuaaud miles 
oil", on tho prairies, v/heat could lie procured 
in t xehango for lumber. He waa informed 
that the freiglit rates made this exchange 
not ))rotitable now, but he hail faith in tho 
enterprise of the C. 1'. H and in their ability 
to tee that by lowerinc freight rates they 
would pet a greater quantity of commerce, 
which in tho end would hi better paying 
than it was to day. As a Liberal Cunaerva- 
tive, h?. did not limit the National Policy to 
a (lutetion of tarill. Il had a diiruront 
meaniipg when ori^jinated by his late lam- 
ented leader. Sir .Jahii A Macdonald. (Ap- 
pluuao. ) It had us its object tho willing 
together of all the provinces, whiih had 
been accomplished by the Libera! Canserva- 
livo party in opposition to the endeavors of 
the Liberals, who had said the U.P.R. waa 
a work which could not be completed 
without irreparable iiijury to the Dominion. 
Their notion of a road to the Pacific waa 
then limited to a cart road. Coming through 
the iiiounlaina they had Been aeotiona of tho 
road intended for this purpose, and he 
did not think a goat could go 
over it to-day. (Laughter.) That 
policy also incluiled the eatabliahiii(-ia of 
manufactures in Canada, and il was necea- 
.sary to grant a certain amount of protection 
80 aa til preserve the home market and pri!- 
venl llie United .Statea sending into Cau,ida 
the over proilucl of their factories. It was 
thought to-ilay, wi h a view of lebaening tho 
expenso of the tanner and nf cheup' ning tho 
coal of living, that il waa now widl lo ruluce 
that protceliim. On this point they had 
heard evidence in the E ist, and here in 
Victoria to day, and ho could aay thut it 
was I he inleni ion of the Government to do 
what it waa found the people required. It 
waa for the people to diotato what they 
wanted in the way of a tariff — und that was 
the reason for thia viait. (Applause) Ic 
was said that the Territories and British 
Columbia had not developed as fast aa they 
should have. But he asked his hearers to 
consider the facts. It was only six or seven 
yeura ago that the railway brought the pro- 
vinces together. Il would not have been 
(if udvnnlago to Canada if before tbe rtiil- 
w aya were built many people had come here, 
and had had to leave because of not having 
facilitieato make a living. .Since 18H1 iho 
piipiilatioii of Jiritiah (/"iihinibia liad in- 
creaaod 9S per cent., and tlin land imiliir 
cultivation had increuacd by 'J,.SSS,()()0 aei i'h. 
Tho wheat raised increaaed by 'ill, ()(!() 
bnshela, and tho oats showed up correspond- 
ingly. It was apparent, however, that tho 
advantages which tho soil of ISrilish Co- 
lumbia (.irered to farmers were not auUi- 
cicntly realized. Ho abkcd why this Pro- 
vince ahould imporl wheat, oats, muttim, 
poik and other neceaaariea of life. Itu 
thought it would ho a wine thing for tho 
farmers hero to go more largely into the 
iecding of pigs, tbe keeping ot cattle, and 



tho dairy industry, for tho reports showed, 
that at great expense there were imported 
dairy products that could well be raised 
here. lu Ontario and Quebec dairying 
was found to be the moat profitable in- 
dustry. They found they oould not com- 
pete in wheat with Manitoba, and so muat 
turn to something else. The same thing 
applied to British Columbia. To the West 
of here wag an immense market, where 
the demand would always be very 
large for articles produoed upon 
the farina of British Colombia. The 
Government waa aware that in manu- 
facturing British Columbia had not devel- 
oped in proportiou to the East, but aa they 
saw that, the Government to develop fur 
thia section of tho country a foreign trade— 
to develop tho trade with China, had sub- 
sidized a lino of steamers. Similarly a sub- 
sidy had bi. on granted for ten years for a 
trade with Australia, and tho Miniater of 
Commerce had gone there to help to develop 
(Applauao. ) This was one recompenae 
given to thia Province tor tho inunufucturiDg 
advantages held by the East. He thought 
it well to draw tho attention of this meoliug 
to the advantage of mixed farming, for if 
his audience were not farmers, tho lainiera 
would certoinly conio to town and bo able to 
receive good advice from them. (Gieat 
applause. ) 

Hon. Geo. E. Foster was then introduced 
and came forward amidst applause. In a 
few opening remarks of a facotioua nature, 
ho said one thing he was thankful for was 
that this waa the last public speech he 
would have to make for a while, for he wos 
tired after the month of battering round 
on thia tariff mission. He felt 
that it waa no use attempting 
to talk politics to this audience, for tbe 
great majority were no doubt of tho right 
faith, which waa tho Liberal- Conaervalivo 
faith— (laughter)-— but he felt it not out of 
place to Bay a few words on tho policy of 
tho tJovernmeut. lie waa sorry that there 
had not been more opportunitiia in the past 
for Dominion miniatera to nddreas the 
people of the Pacific Coast. The one idea 
moat prominonlly before him ua he atood 
bidorc a V'lcl iria audience waa til's vaatneaa 
of thia c 'untry, not only in extent but in 
resources, for though ho was I.OUd miles 
from Ilia home every mile of thai waa un- 
der tho same old Hag, with but one people, 
with bouds of aciiuainlanceahip and of coin- 
incrcc well forged, and all tho old time lack 
of unity pasaeii away, until we were a united 
people fiom Cape Breton to British Colum- 
bia. (Applause.) The next imprension was 
of the wonderful advance made in tho 
Western country. It was a matter of aaton- 
iahment to one from the I'^ist that in the 
short period of tho opened lifetime of 
Manitoba and tho Northwest — not more 
than ten yeors — auoh a development 
bad taken place. To think that this 
hud bcon done in the short space 
of eight or ton years for the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, and not much farther. back for 
Manitoba, would make us careful in our 
compariaona of our country with the United 
State,s. If we wished to compare Manitoba 
with Dakota, wo must compare it reason- 
ably. In lS7'-i Dakota had connection with 
the whole of tho United States — waa one of 
a sisterhood of states belonging to the 
United Stote8,which had been advertised to 
tho Old World for a century. Then Mani- 
toba was not born, or scarcely born, with- 
out a mile of railway connecting her with any- 
where, and it was not until 187!) that Maui- 
tobi hild two lines of ruila, only con- 
necting her with tho United Slates, through 
which all immigrants had to run tho gaunt- 
let of rival land agents before they could 
get to tho province which had been their 
destiny on leaving homo. It was onlyobout 
I8S-1 or 1885 that Manitoba got direct rail 
conneotion with Eistccn Canada, Honeat 
oompatison showed that in the Invt lialf of 
the last decade the population in Manitoba 
had inoreaaed 140 per cent., while in the 
neighboring Btates tho incresao was 
7f pir cent, to 2.1 per cent. 
One ttiought more : On the ICrh of 
September, the last fne lands that Uncle 
Sam had to give to his people, wore de- 
clared to bo opi'n for settlement, and 
90,000 people lined up for the mad race for 
this territory. The last available free lands 
had been given away, the area of tillable 
lands was constantly decreasing, in ten 
years they would have 'JO, 000, 000 people 
more to feed, and tho timo waa coining 
when ihoy would have all they could do to 
feed their own people. Secretary Morton 
had in a recent apceuh himself prophesied 
this. The land hunger on thia continent 
could for tho future bo aatiafied only in the 
broad prairie lands of Canada, which would 
be the great granary and resource for the 
people of the old world, who every year 
called for more of these products, 'i'luia 
would Canada be made great from an agri- 
cultural point of view. He was struck with 
aatoniahinenl that in British Columbia, with 
its splendid land and unaurpasaed climate, 
tho people were actually importing their 
staple foods, sending from their small popu- 
lation two million dollars a year 
for foods they could well rai.-e — 
all'ording employment to liunilreda nf aiii'iU 
farmera and giving the merchants und oilier 
prodiiciTH u conatiiiitly inoreaaing market 
for their wares. He heEecchtil the newB- 
pap<:rB and public men of liriliah Columbia 
ti) use their endeavors to divert attention 
from the old idea of getting rich from the 
gold mines or the tinibar of the Province to 
the belter idea of developing the agiioul- 
tural riches. 

Turning to politics, he held that not only 
had the Liberal-C5onaervative party a good 
policy, but it had properly administered 
the government. There were in Canada to 
day only two parties— whatever there might 
bu in the future- and it was between these 
two parties the peiiplo muat judge at the 
next election. Soinoliniea tho Governiiieiil 
were twitted with being a lilllo hit shaky 
jnat now (laughter and applauae), bill thia 
ho bad not obaerved. Ho waa conci'rned 
only becauHu tome people might have been 
led away by falao iaauea. A good (iril 
friend, endeavoring lo pull the wool over an 
elector's eyea— iiuile an iinproijer thing to 
do ( laughl.r) —would c imo lo him and aay 
that tliu Govorniiient had overliunlened 
thia unfortunate country with debt. What 
was tho fact? For the development 
of tho country a debt hud boon created, the 
money being spent on exactly the aanie 
principle lis that of a man going into bii!<i- 
ueaa on Government street, who would have 
to start out with an appearance equal to that 
made by his neighbor's store. Canada had 
procured the absolutely necessary improve 
-menis by borrowing and leaving tho future 
generations to help pay for the advantages 
which they would enj iy. The. great fault 
of the Liberal party wua that they had 
never had confidence in tho future "of tbe 
country. Some said the Liberal Conaerva- 
livo parly were exactly the opposite in this 
rcH[)ecl, were too bold and too eonliilenl, but 
they had created the debt and liroiiglil about 
the improvemenlB. The truth waa, how 
over, that aa t he (irils had in the sulilaty 
live years of their power increaaed tho d 
at an average of eight million dollars a year, 
tho average under Conaervalivo rule was 
only five and a half millions. For this tho 
St. Lawrence channel and canals and the 
last link for Ciuudian indepenrlence in com- 
munication — Iho Sault Ste. Mario canal — 
had been .iccured. The last named would 
bo opened next July, and would lot 
vessels drawing 21 feet of water 
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clear from the sea to Port Arthur, 2,500 
miles inland. (Applause.) Thia would 
cheapen every article of commerce brought 
in or out. Sixty one miUiona nf dollar.s hiul 
been spent in building the C. 1'. li , and on 
subsidiary lines more had been spent, (liv- 
ing veina and arteries along which freely 
floWB our national aeuiimenl. In thia man- 
ner the debt had been created. For a few 
yeara past the debt had increaaed only half 
a million a year inatoiid of several niilliona, 
and even thia half inilHon would mil have 
been added had the Government not de- 
creaaed the ta.tatioii, taking i ll' in tho sugar 
duty alone e'ght niillioii dollars in the pant 
years. jMeaauring tho debt by tho 
burden, it was found that when tho Liberals 
went out of office in 187!). the burden was 
SI 5!), while in ISOliit is on'y SI .71, a dif- 
ference of just fifteen cents — the price of a 
good Victoria cigar. (Laughter) The 
Liberals boasted iliat in 187-I they ran thia 
country for i;-.':,', 500,000; but when they did 
an they ahould bo aaked if they could run 
tho country for that to-day. A small 
amount of oloth would cover up a small 
boy, bat when he grew to be a man 
the siss of Mr. Eirle (laughter) it 
would take a good deal more. Sicca 1887 
tho expeudiiuio on current aooonnt had re- 
mained atatinnarv ut about $:16,600,00(), and 
was in 180.'? $100,000 leas than in 1887, 
while taking the combined current account 
and capital expenditure, the decreoee was 
S'2,000,000. (Applause ) In a third attempt 
to pull tho wool over the people's eyea, tho 
Liberals complained that the taxation waa 
so increasing us t'> bo unbearable. Tho fact 
waa that from 1SS7 until to-day no tax had 
been increaaed aavo that on rum and 
tobacco, and so lonjj as men smoked and 
drank they would be able lo add to tho en- 
joyment of it tho knowledge that they were 
helping to increase the revenue of the coun- 
try. (Applause.) On the other hand, there 
had been many reiniaaions, the greateat 
being that of the lax on sugar, which 
amounted to §3,000,000 the tirat year and 
S.'),000,000 the next. The taxation wua not 
only not increaalog, but it waa decreasing. 
I( |( be«ai(i9 p«9e««arf or adyivabie next 
winter to further reduce tho taxation, the 
treasury is fortunately in a position to aland 
it. (Applause.) Mr. Laurier promiaed a 
revenue tarilF only, with every vestige of 
protection taken out of it. (Applause.) 

Noticing this applause Mr. Foster re- 
marked, " I am glad to find that at last I 
have aomeone to convince." (Renewed 
applause and laughter.) Continuing, he 
uaked how, under auch aayelcm, the revenue 
would be raised. One gentleman to whom 
he had put this question, aaid ho would do 
this by pulling '-0 per cent, on woollen 
manufactures. Though thia would givo a 
protection of one-fifth of the whole value, 
this flan said he would remove every veatigo 
of protection ! The only way in which a tariff 
wil bout protection could beoperatcd would be 
by putting it on tea aud colli o and other such 
artices not grown in this country. 'I his 
would not yield enough, and for the deficit 
resort would have to be had to directs 
tux It ion. Mr. Laurier and Sir Richard 
Cartwright would not face thia. Another 
trouble with the Liberal party was that they 
had not the courage to try their own 
remedies. They said they believed in free 
trade, the same as in Great Britain, but in 
the ue.\t breaih that they would not import 
free trade inlo this country. The 
Liberal party bad hud in five years 
five dialiuct policies, each of which 
they declared was the only possible salva- 
tion. It waa not two yeura since they de- 
clared that unrestricted reciprocity was 
their policy, thai they bud nailed that lUg 
to tho mast; but now it wua found that they 
hud taken down the fl igpole- II ig ond all— 
ond buried it deep iu the e.irth. (Liughter ) 
They were so uncertain in their policy Ibut 
if, at tho generol election, they had any- 
thing to propose, the people had better givo 
them two or three years to think over it, 
When they were in power for live years, tht 
Liberals tarifl for revenue only failed tc 
raise that revenue. It came six and a half 
milliooa short, and they hud to go to Kng 
land to borrow that amount for their cur 
rent expenditure. The Llberai-Conservu 
tivo policy of protection had raised the 
trade from «;l.')3,000,000 to $247,000,000 
Ho referred to the waves of depression 
which had swept over the United Scatea 
and had also been felt in Canada, Until thia 
year, when, with the greatest financial dls- 
aatera prevailing throughout tho United 
.Statea that had bei-n experienced since 
and with over 700 banks in suapenae 
there, not a ainglo bank in Canada 
had shown aigna of weaUneBS, 
eavc one small concern. The aamo 
comiiarisoa held good with tlio mills and 
factories and tho indnatrirQ generally 
thronghnul tho Doiniiiion from end to end. 
In the' United Statea the railway receipts 
fell oil' titty, sixty, or seventy per cen 
Canada tho railway reeeipla kept ii|> fairly 
well and wero to-day iiicreaaing. The L'rov 
inces of the Dominion wero, us a whole, 
sound and healthy, though thero were iron 
blea hero and there. To-day, in tho United 
States they wero waiting for tho repeal of 
tho silver bill, and when thot was repealed 
they would wait still longer boforo tho tone 
waa improved. In contrast to tho rest of 
tho world, last year Canada's import and 
export trade showed an inoroaae of over 
§10,000,000; against largs decreases every 
where else. This showed that thero was 
something in Canada's policy which gave 
her inherent atronpth, and that tho people 
should aeriously refloot era they thought of 
changing thia tor the nebulous polioy of a 
lariir for rovonuo only. (Applause.) It 
was quite fair and roaaonablo to ask if tho 
protection of tho past fifteen years hud not 
dono ilB work, and if now it oould not ho 
reduced. ^That was exactly tho question tho 



Government was considering to-day, and 
in tho coming revision tho (JovernnniU 
would put upon the arlielea paying duty 
jiiHl such a larifT as would keep the indus- 
tries in the country. (.Appluuac.) While 
in far awuy limea it waa pnaaih],; to niuko a 
comparatively yrcut people out of one pur- 
suit, to-day it waa iniposailily, and now 
no strong people could be pointed out that 
had not as the origin of its growth the de- 
velopment of industrial life. To-duy a 
great nation could not be made out of fjslier- 
men, of lumbermen, or of farmers only. Tbe 
National Policy hud done a groat thing in 
developlni; thia industrial life, und no one 
couiil look overthe Kround without "timitting 
that within thep istfifleen yeura Cuuada'sin- 
dustrial life hud taken a good step forward in 
the variety and quality of her produota. 
Canada might load a ship with her natural 
o itput and send it to a fitiiga country, 
where it would be bandledandmaotlfactureu 
l>y foreign labor, and then might 
bring hxok the product of that labor 
without the country sharing to the 
extent of a dollar in the money that had 
been spent in handling thufe goods; or might 
have tho output handled and muDufaotured 
altogether in their own country, which was 
just what the protective policy aimed at. 
(A^pplftuse.) Taking the total irnp^'fis, tho 
du'y now averaged 17 1-5 per cent., and if 
any of the advocates of the tariff for revenue 
only wero asked, they would admit that 
they would be content with such u duty. 
Now two thirds of the goods imported paid 
duty and the other one-third came in free. 
The advocates of a tariff for revenue only 
would lower tho duties on one clasf, and on 
another impose a tux where at present 
there waa none. He asked what could 
tho country gain by such a change. 
Thero were four lines in the policy 
of tho Conservative party. The first wua 
the union of all tho provinces. The aecond 
was tho cementing of that union by provid- 
ing the veina and arteries for the commerce 
which waa the life blood, in the shape of 
tranaportation facilities. The third waa the 
development of the country ; and the fourth 
the exteoaion of foreign oommerco by aiding 
in the eatabliahment of lines of atcamora 
The union of the country had not been on 
paper only, but was a substantial reality 
file industrial life hud been quickened and 
developed, and to-day there remained but 
one link to bo provided lo place Canada in 
tho commanding poaiiiou eho ahonl'l occupy- 
That waa tho lino of fast Atlantic sleam- 
shipa, which ho hoped would very soon be 
an aceoniplished fact. Then the Dominion 
of Canada would have at a lo'^v 
cost, so far aa her debt was con- 
cerned, one of the most inagniQccut outfita 
for trade and development pos-sessed by 
any country in the worlil. With that, and 
tho An(jlo-,S*xou pluck and the French dash 
combined in her population, and the spirit 
of enterprise and reaouroo characteristic of 
her people, she should become just what she 
would like CO be. if tbe Canadians did noi 
become a great people it would bo because 
they had failed itT their duty. Above all 
things let them have faith in their conntry — 
lefc them be Canadians all the way through. 
(Applause.) Twenty-five years ago Canada 
was a few disunited provinces ; to-day 
there woa a broad spirit of national life. 
Tho development of our rich hcri'i'Ee would 
be auUioient to occupy the beat brawn and 
tho beat bruins in the cmiulry, without 
looking for fads such as annexation or 
iudepundenco or any of the other ihinga by 
svhich il waa annght to diatract t^be public 
atleulion. Canadians should bo proud of 
I heir magnificent reaourcea, und, secure in 
t le protection of that great l']iiipiro to which 
they owed allegiance, should go forward 
wilh even more confidence than in the pa^t 
under the old flag thut has braved a tlinu- 
sand years tho battle and tho breeZi. 
(G real applauae. ) 

Thomas Karlo, M P., moved a vote of 
thanks to Hon. Robert Heaven, the Mayor 
for his kindness in presiding over the meet 
ing. Thia waa very heartily accorded. 

Mayor Beaven, in acknowlodgnionf, said it 
had been a source of pleasure to him, aa it 
muat have been to the audience, to hear the 
honorable gentlemen speak, and l>o hoped 
that ihey would take anether opportunity, 
aa aoon as possible, to address a Viotoria 
audience. 

Senator Maodonald moved a vote of 
thunks to the Hon. Messrs, Foster and 
Angers, which was accorded amidst hearty 

npplauao. 

Thia concluded tho formal proceedingg of 
the meeting. Several gentlemen from the 
audioneo came forward to greet the minia- 
tera and congratulate ihcm upon their atl- 
dresscs. Among theao was Right Rev. 
liiahop Perrin, who jiarticularly conipH- 
iiienled Mr. Foaler upon tho inno of Ilia 
speech. The large gathering dispersed 
about 10:15, all well aatiafied that the even- 
ing had been pleasantly and profitably 
spent.
